Major League 
Agreement Is 
Still Secret 


Chicago. Jan. 6. — (UP>— Or- 
ganized baseball's plans for 
its 
next commissioner and the power 
to be vested in him 
remained 
shrouded in secrecy today. 


Ten men who will play major 
roles in making both decisions 
met here yesterday and \yrote a 
rough draft of a new major lea- 
gue agreement, the "constitution" 
by which the American pasttime 
is governed. The new pact eventual- 
ly is slated to replace the old docu- 
ment drawn in 1921 which created 
the office of baseball momissioner 
and empowered the late Kenesaw 
M. Landis to be the Czar of the 
game. 


The prospective new agreement, 
however, which must be ratified 
finally by both leagues at a meet- 
ing in New York, Feb. 5. was not 
made public. Following the meet- 
ing, which lasted only about two 
hours. President 
William Har- 
ridge of the American league js- 
sued the following slalcmcnt: " 


"At today's meeting the commit- 


j tee discussed the agreement gen- 
erally. It will now be put into for- 
mal shape and presented again to 
the committee 
at a meeting to 
be held in New York, Feb. 2, at 
which time the committee 
will 
decide upon its final recommenda- 
tions to the two leagues 
(Feb. 
5th.)" 


The committeemen and the two 
league presidents attending 
the 
meeting expected their debate on 
the revision of the documenl lo 
carry into today since the question 
of whether to whittle down the big 
club Landis was allowed to carry

TN 1750 the home of Maj. Daniel 


Lawrence, a sturdy house of 


Dutch pattern, stood on William 
Street, near the corner of Wall. 
*New York was as quiet as a coun- 
try town in those days. 
There 


were shade trees—locust or pop- 
lar—on all the streets; during 
the summer nights the air was full 
of the chirping of katydids, and 
the inhabitants were awakened in 
the morning by the piping of 
birds. 


Behind the Lawrence house, and 


belonging to it, there was a gar- 
den, an orchard of pear trees, a 
stable and a press for making 
cider. 
A dovecote and a dozen 


beehives were just beyond the 
garden. It was a quiet place, with 
nothing to break the silence but 
the loud talk of the servants in 
the kitchen and the clatter of 
plates.

TN 1750 the home of Maj. Daniel 


Lawrence, a sturdy house of 


Dutch pattern, stood on William 
Street, near the corner of Wall. 
*New York was as quiet as a coun- 
try town in those days.

the summer nights the air was full 
of the chirping of katydids, and 
the inhabitants were awakened in 
the morning by the piping of 
birds. 


Behind the Lawrence house, and

At a moment when "fighting all

July 1. 


In it, he estimated total govern- 


ment spending at 83 billions. That 
would be the lowest in three years. 
It's nearly 17 billion below the rec- 
ord spending - of 100 billion in 
the 


fiscal year 1945 which is now half 
over. 


He based the 83-billion figure on 


a ' guess that the war will require 
70 billion dollars. The other 13 bil- 
lions are for:

from $3,502,000,000 to $3,266,000,000, 
which he called "rockbottom." 


2. Three large items which

city," Davies told the United Press. 
"We are now 
satisfying

military demands in full as well as 
supporting the present civilian ra- 
lions."

The only chance of more gasoline 


for American motorists is a sudden 
end to the war in Europe, Davies 
said. In such an unlikely event, he 
said, military demands would un- 
doubtedly be reduced sufficient to 
afford more liberal supplies for ci- 
vilian consumption over and above 
relief needs in European countries.
